(1) There is hereby created the interconnection technical advisory4

group.5

(a) Membership of the group shall consist of one member from each6

of the investor-owned utilities in the state, one member representing7

small public utility districts, one member representing large public8

utility districts, one member representing small municipal electric9

utilities, one member representing large municipal electric utilities,10

one member representing electric cooperative utilities, one member each11

representing industrial customers of an investor owned utilities and12

consumer owned utilities.

(j) "Public utility district" means a district authorized by35

chapter 54.04 RCW.36

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The legislature finds that the use of37

renewable energy resources generated from local sources such as solar38
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and wind power benefit our state by reducing the load on the state’s1

electric energy grid, by providing nonpolluting sources of electricity2

generation, and by the creation of jobs for local industries that3

develop and sell renewable energy products and technologies.4

The legislature finds that Washington state has become a national5

and international leader in the technologies related to the solar6

electric markets. The state can support these industries by providing7

incentives for the purchase of locally made renewable energy products.8

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) Any individual, business, or local6

governmental entity, not in the light and power business or in the gas7

distribution business, may apply to the light and power business8

serving the situs of the system, each fiscal year beginning on July 1,9

2005, for an investment cost recovery incentive for each kilowatt-hour10

from a customer-generated electricity renewable energy system installed11

on its property. No incentive may be paid for kilowatt-hours generated12

(v) The date that the renewable energy system received its final1

electrical permit from the applicable local jurisdiction.2

(b) Within thirty days of receipt of the certification the3

department of revenue shall advise the applicant in writing whether the4

renewable energy system qualifies for an incentive under this section.5

The department may consult with the climate and rural energy6

development center to determine eligibility for the incentive. System7

certifications and the information contained therein are subject to8

disclosure under RCW 82.32.330(3)(m).9

(3)(a) By August 1st of each year application for the incentive10

The first report filed under12

this subsection shall include employment, wage, and benefit information13

for the twelve-month period immediately before first use of a14

preferential tax rate under section 9 of this act. The report is due15

by March 31st following any year in which a preferential tax rate under16

section 9 of this act is used. This information is not subject to the17

confidentiality provisions of RCW 82.32.330.18

(b) If a person fails to submit an annual report under (a) of this19

subsection, the department shall declare the amount of taxes reduced20

for the previous calendar year to be immediately due and payable.21

Excise taxes payable under this subsection are subject to interest, but22

not penalties, at the rate provided for delinquent taxes, as provided23

under this chapter. The department shall assess interest,24

retroactively to the date the preferential tax rate under section 9 of25

this act, was used. The interest shall be assessed at the rate26

provided for delinquent excise taxes under this chapter, and shall27

accrue until the taxes for which the preferential tax rate was used are28

repaid. This information is not subject to the confidentiality29

provisions of RCW 82.32.330.30

NEW SECTION. Sec. 16. (1) Using existing sources of information,31

the department shall report to the house appropriations committee, the32

house committee dealing with energy issues, the senate committee on33

ways and means, and the senate committee dealing with energy issues by34

December 1, 2013. The report shall measure the impacts of sections 935

through 14 this act, including the total number of solar energy system36

and silicon component manufacturing companies in the state, any change37

in the number of solar energy system and silicon component38
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manufacturing companies in the state, and, where relevant, the effect1

on job creation, the number of jobs created for Washington residents,2

and any other factors the department selects.3

(2) The department shall not conduct any new surveys to provide the4

report in subsection (1) of this section.5

NEW SECTION. Sec. 17. This act is necessary for the immediate6

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the7

state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect8

July 1, 2005."9
